YEAR-END TAX PLANNING 
One advantage that farmers who 


report their income tax on the ac- 
crual basis have over those report- 
ing on a cash basis is -that they 
level out their income from year 
to year. But the cash-basi« farmer 
has greater control over the In- 
come tax he paying in any one 
year. Both can benefit by doing 
some tax planning and taking ac- 
tion before Jan. i. 


Possible rat* change. Ordinarily 


it is best to keep income from 
bunching in any one year. If your 
grow income fluctuates, you should 
concentrate deductions in the year 
of high income. You can control 
such items as charitable gifts, in- 
terest payments, special assess- 
ments, payment of medical expens- 
es and purchases of feed, fertiliz- 
ers and repairs. 


However, there may be a tax re- 


duction next year. If you want to 
gamble, either postpone some in- 
come until next year or increase 
expenses this year. 


Capital gain*. Except for grain 


and livestock grown and held for 
sale, most farm property qualifies 
as a capital asset. If capital assets 
are held for less than six months 
before being- sold, gain or loss is 
short-term. If held over six months, 
it is long-term profit or loss—only 
half the profit is taxed. An excep- 
tion is that dairy and breeding 
animals must be kept 12 months to 
get long-term benefits. 


Review your position on capital 


assets sold to date The most com- 
mon situation is where you already 
have or will have actual long-term 
gain and you are in a position to 
take short-or long-teim loss If pos- 
sible, take losses up to 100 percent 
of gain, since there is a direct off- 
set of loss against gam If loss is 
greater than gain, $1,000 of it can 
be used to offset ordinary income. 


Gifts of property. Persons whose 


nonbusuiess deductions exceed 10 
per cent can gne away cash at 
less than value For many, a gift 
of $100 costs only $75. But an effi- 
cient farmer can do better than 
that — by making gifts of property. 
Since it is the fair market value 
that is deductible, give property 
that has increased in value (live- 
stock) or has a value above cost 
(giain). The tax-exempt charity or 
church can sell the property with- 
out paying a tax on the profit 


There is one requirement — the 


cost of producing the gift must be 
removed from expenses or inven- 
tory. 


Gift tax exclusion. Do not forget 


that there are taxes other than In- 
come tax. One is the federal gift 
tax. Each year you can make tax- 
free gifts up to ?3 000 each to as 
many persons as you wish. If you 
do not make a gift this year, you 
lose this year's exclusion. Gifts of 
income-producing property will not 
only reduce inheritance taxes, but 
also save on income tax. This re- 
minder may have limited applica- 
tion, but it is important to a few. 


Handle feeder cattle or sheep 


carefully during shipping to your 
lots, or shipping fever may take 
ail th* profit before you even start 
to feed the animals. 


The greatest single factor in pro- 


fitable dairying is the production 
level of the cows.

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Cattle on Feed Increase; 
Too Many Are Held Back 


By L. H. SOIERL 
University of Illinois 


Farmers have been holding back 


too many cattle in feedlots. Now 
we face the prospect of an over- 
abundance of beef for two or three 
months. This is good news for con- 
sumers who enjoy fine beef, but it 
won't do much to refill the cattle 
feeder's! pocketbook. 


Back on July 1 farmers in Illi- 


nois, Iowa and Nebraska were 
feeding 8 per cent more cattle than. 
they fed the year before. But from 
that date through September they 
marketed 7 per cent less cattle 
than during the same period last 
year. They also put 1 per cent 
more cattle into their feedlots. And 
so, on Oct. 1, farmers in these 
three states had 18 per cent more 
cattle in their feedlots than they 
had a year ago. State by state the 
increases were: Nebraska, 2 per 
cent; Illinois, 20 per cent; and 
Iowa, 25 per cent. 


Fanners in 'all other corn-belt 


states reported even larger in- 
creases in cattle on feed over a 
year ago. The increases by state 
are: Indiana, 26 per cent; Ohio, 28 
per cent; Missouri, 30 per cent; 
Minnesota, 35 per cent; Kansas, 38 
per cent; and South Dakota, 76 per 
cent Altogether it is estimated 
that the nine corn-belt states had 
25 per cent more cattle on feed 
Oct. 1 than they had a year before. 


One for Comparison 


Comparable figures were re- 


leased for one other state—Califor- 
nia. Out there feedlots were filled 
with 19 per cent more cattle than 
last year. 


The holding-back tendency has 


also boosted weights of slaughter 
cattle and of cattle still on feed. 
At mid-October the average weight 
of slaughter steers at Chicago was 
1,133 pounds, 62 pounds more than 
the year before 


Illinois farmers were feeding 


about 
390,000 head 
of cattle, 


placing the state second in cattle 
feeding in the Corn Belt. Iowa, as 
usual, ranked first with 798,000 
head, while J^erbaska was third 
with 348,000. The number on feed 
in California was estimated at 498.- 
000 head compared with JJ,615,000 
head in the nine corn-belt states. 


Excessive Numbers 


If farmers market cattle as they 


reported was their intention on 
Oct. 1, they will move most of the 
excessive numbers in feedlots be- 
fore Jan. 1. It appears, however, 
that actual marketings during Oc- 
tober were not so large as report- 
ed intentions indicated they would 
be. 


Contrary 
to popular 
opinion 


nearly as many'feeder and stocker 
cattle have moved into the Corn 
Belt since July 1 this year as last.

Receipts in August were less than 
last year, but the figures for July 
and September were the same as 
a year before. During the three 
months, 950,000 stocker and feeder 
cattle—only 5 per cent less than 
last year—were received in nine 
corn-belt states. 


Considerably fewer feeder and 


stocker cattle have been moving 
through terminal markets 
this 


season than last year, but more 
have moved direct. During the 
three months from July through 
September the 10 leading markets 
handled 16 per cent fewer stockeis 
and feeders than they handled one 
year before.' 


Exceptional Year 


This has been one of those ex- 


ceptional yeais in the cattle mai- 
ket. It opened with choice steers 
at Chicago selling for around $27 
a hundred pounds, the highest 
prices in many months The mar- 
ket held near this level through 
the cold weather. The usual %\inter 
price decline was delayed until 
spring. Then the usual summer to 
fall price advance failed to de- 
velop. 


Since there has been no seasonal 


pnce advance this year, the mar- 
ket is in a good position to resist 
a seasonal decline during the win- 
ter. 


The present situation seems to 


call for selling all cattle that have 
put on finish about equal to their 
bred-in quality and replacing them 
with lighter and younger stock.

- With the Geneva foreign ministers' conference under 


way at last, the test is truly at hand for the Soviet Union. 


After a long series of discredited "peace" overtures, the 


Russians in 1955. under new management, finally put some 
substance into their "new look." 


They agreed to the long-delayed Austrian peace treaty. 


They lifted the Iron Curtain part way. They stopped shout- 
ing epithets at America and turned on the smiles. 


At the summertime conference at the summit in Geneva, 


they exhibited a,conciliatory spirit which seemed to prom- 
ise real gains toward peace. They appeared to have con- 
cluded that nuclear warfare was unthinkable, and that rea- 
sonable negotiation with the West was the only alternative. 
* 
* 
* 


But, as has been said again and again since that meet- 


ing, what the Russians, offered there was only a promise. 
That it carried more weight than earlier pledges was due to 
the fact of their token gestures of sincerity, like the Austrian 
treaty. 


Nevertheless, the real work of negotiation was put off. 


It begins now, with hard-headed discussion of issues like dis- 
armament, European security and German unity. 


If no progress is made on any of these vital points, then 


- we shall be forced to conclude that the Russians, for all their 


meaty 1955 gestures, are still determined upon their objec- 
tives of world conquest. We shall have to dismiss the "new 
look" as merely the most convincing of their frauds upon 
free peoples yearning intensely for genuine peace. 


No question of it, the Russians have gained consider- 


ably this year by their new tactics. A few months of really 
warm smiles have done more to lull Western fears than all 
the propaganda pumped out since World War n. 
* 
* , * 


But all the advantage does not lie with them, just the 


.same. - They were able this year to overcome to some degree 
: their reputation for fraud only by delivering some real 
goods on the fine. 


'.Should they"now—after all this build-up—once more 


show that their promises are hollow, they^ght find it im- 
possible ever again to have responsible men in the West take 
them seriously. 


In a sense the West too is on test, in that it must be 


steadily alert to signs of real Russian intention to settle out- 
, standing issues. But fundamentally, this is pay-off time 
,f or "the Kremlin. The Russians must deliver something solid, 
or their elaborate 1955 campaign will collapse, leaving an 
indelible imprint of distrust on Western minds.

ter Guardian of England, pulled supercilious sneers at President Eisen- 
hower for tiding about Geneva attended by the normal escort of presi- 
dential flycops while the jovial Muscovites rode in lowneck motors 
blowing kisses to the apathetic Swiss who loyally lix-e up to their motto 


that peace hath her profiteers no less than wars. 


The Guardian is a friendly paper, rather like a 


member of our own family in the candor of its 
contempt for our sensibilities. 
The implication to 


me was that the Guardian thought Ike showed a 
yellow streak. The Russians took advantage of this 
suggestion, voiced also by others, and flaunted their 
courage by waving to casual traffic which could not 
have shown less interest 
All this put Ike and the 


United States at such disadvantage that American 
bon vivants hit upon the notion of setting him down 


vr«tbrook fetit* 
afoot for a stroll in the jnanner of Harry Truman 


on his visits to the Waldorf Tower. 


For a special flourish and challenge to the Guardian Ike plunged 


into a mom and pop store, where toys were sold, in an amiable varia- 
tion of the ancient rite of baby kissing. Thus the score was brought 
to better than e\ en for our side. 


There were, you may remember, 


indomitable pessimists who insist- 
ed that the Russian grins were 
mere muscular exercises of no po- 
litical significance and that v.ho- 
ever hoped otherwise ought to be 
committed. Senator Joe McCarthy 
and Senator Bill Jenner, of Indi-, 
ana, both repeatedly and heatedly 
flung misgivings at 
their 
col- 


leagues but •were suppressed by a 
cabal of our journalism which, 
with strange unanimity, quaran- 
tined such doubts. 


Time sped, according- to custom, 


and Wednesday of last week ar- 
rived. So did Mr. Dulles and reti- 
nue and the foreign, ministers of 
Russia. Britain, and France with 
their supporting casts. They wash- 
ed up and at four in the afternoon 
whirled into the grand, courtyard 
of ,the Palace of Nations. But now 
the sunshine of Ike's smile and of 
the summer on Lake Geneva were 
wanting. 


Journalists with elaborate cre- 


dentials, already certified by com- 
plex professional political and so- 
cial tests, were herded over a 
paper chase from the near end of 
this vast edifice to the extreme far 
corner.

Many Poisons Threaten 
Incautious in Our Homes

Accidental poisoning around the 


horn* has become a matter of in- 
creasing concern to physicians and 
others during iccent years. 


For one Wing, this chemical age 


ins multiplied the number of po- 
cntially poisonous s u b s t a n c e s 
vhich are marketed for a variety 
of reasons: Cleaning fluids, furni- 
ture polishes, weed killers, insect 
and rat poisons, and many others. 


During the latest year on which 


figures seem to be available near- 
y 1,500 deaths occuired from acci- 
dental poisoning by solid or liquid 
substances. 


Approximately one third of these 


were on children under five years 
old. 


QUITE POSSIBLY the list should 


be considerably longer since per- 
haps not all such deaths are recog- 
nised or traced to the correct 
cause. Fuithcimore, it is esti- 
mated that there are more than 
100 times as many nonfa.tal poison- 
ings as there are fatal ones! 


Particular mention should be 


made of some of the common sub- 
stances around the home. 


Many people, for example, do 


not recognize the fact that aspirin 
is dangerous, particularly when an 
overdosage is swallowed by a child. 


In the first 500 poisoning cases 


reported to the Chicago Poison 
Control Program, for example, S4 
weie the result of aspirin poison- 
ing and 73 of these from swallow- 
ing flavored aspirin. 


S1XCE THE \\.\R a number of 


useful chemical substances against 
most of the common insects such 
as mosquitoes, ants, and flies, 
have been developed and placed 
on the market. Not all of these are 
harmless to human beings. 


One of these, chlordane, has con- 


siderable poisonous possibilities 
not only when swallowed but when 
inhaled or even when it comes in 
contact -with the skin. 


I HAVE REFERRED, on other 


occasions, to the hazards from 
some of the cleaning fluids almost 
all of which are poisonous when 
swallowed, some of which are in- 
flammable, and some of which are 
dangerous f r o m inhalation of 
fumes if they are used in a close 
space. 


In the latter classification be- 


longs carbon tetrachlojnde or fluids 
containing it, and there have been 
deaths and cases of chronic pois- 
oning from this source. 


The list is too long to discuss 


each one but I wish that each 
reader would go to the medicine 
cabinet and throw away, where no 
harm, can be done, those poison- 
ous preparations which are not go- 
ing to be used, .label the rest 
"poison"' and place them out of 
the Teach of small children. 


Also, it would be desirable to go 


to the garage and basement and 
do the same thing there. 


One can be terribly sorry if 


something happens—but then It !• 
too late.

Former POW Sues Army 
For Honorable Dischare 


CHICAGO '(#)—A former Korean 


war prisoner dismissed from the 
Army for allegedly aiding the 
Communists has sued for an honor- 
able discharge. 


Douglas Stephens, 23, of Amaril- 


lo, Tex., said in a suit filed hi U. S. 
District Court Monday that he was 
condemned in an "unconstitutional 
star chamber" by '"faceless in- 
formers." Stephens nov/ works as 
a service station attendant at 
Grays Lake, 111. 


Stephens' suit is the first to 


question the validity of Army secu- 
rity field boards which have re- 
viewed charges against 134 former 
Korea POWs. 


Says Its "False" 


Stephens said in his suit that a 


review board at Ft. Sheridan, 111., 
ordered an undesirable discharge 
for him on the basis of "false" 
testimony of other war- prisoners 
that he was an informer for his 
Chinese captors. 


The suit demands that Secretary 


of the Army Bnicker and Maj. 
Gen. Philip De Witt Cinder, com- 
mander of the 5th Army, expunge 
the findings of the board. It asked 
that Stephens.be granted an hon- 
orable discharge, that his veteran's 
benefits be restored and that he be 
paid $1,830 he says is due in POW 
hardship pay. 
; 


Stephens contended that the field 


board procedure deprived him of 
the right of trial by due process 
of .law guaranteed by the Fifth 
Amendment. The suit said' there 
was no opportunity to cross-exam- 
ine because-the government's case 
consisted entirely of excerpts from 
interrogations of returned POWs. .

Captured By Keds 


He'was captured by the Commu- 


nists Aug. 27, 1951, while a squad 
leader with the U. S. 2nd Division. 
He received an honorable dis- 
charge Oct. 28, 1953, two months 
after his release from a POW 
camp, and later he reenlisted. 


Stephens' lawyer, Luis Kutner, 


said Stephens was offered 'the 
choice of accepting an undesirable 
discharge or proving his innocence 
before a field board. The board 
ordered the undesirable discharge 
last April 5.

NEW YORK OB — The average 


American corporation is making 
one third more money this year 
than last Six out of every seven 
corporations so far reporting their 
net profit after taxes in the first 
nir» months of this year show in- 
creases over the like period of 
1954. 


Some have more than doubled 


their earnings. Many have set all- 
time high for th« period. A num- 
ber have increased their divi- 
dends on the strength of their ex- 
cellent showings. 


These conclusions are 
drawn 


from a study of earnings state- 
ments of 451 corporations, big and 
small, representing most major 
industries. 


$9 Billion Net 


Combined the 
451 coporation 


had J6.561611,121 in profits left 
over after setting aside that much 
or more for payVnent of U. S. cor- 
porate income taxes In the first 
nine months of 1954 the same 451 
companies had combined profit of 
$4,934,023,339. 


This years' gam over last was 


32 9 per cent. In the 1854 period 
many businesses were touching 
bottom of a mild recession, but 
even so corporate profits for the 
entire year of 195* managed to 
pull ahead of 1953 by 4 per cent. 


Only 62 of the 
451 reported 


smaller earnings this year than' 
last. Five of the 451 operated at 
a loss. In the 1954 period IS of the 
same 451 companies had gone in- 
to the red. 
/ 


Corporate reports are flowing in 


peak volume now, and this first 
sampling of the 451 early birds 
can be only an indication of what 
'the final totals •will be when sev- 


eral hundred thousand have re- 
ported. 


Rails Boom 


The 44 railroads in the sampling 


had, particularly pleasant results 
to report. Only four declined, and 
these were in areas hard hit by 
storms and flood damage. The 
average increase for all 44 was 
58.6 per cent. Some did much bet- 
ter than the average, -particularly 
those sen-ing the industrial Mid- 
west and mid-Atlantic states. 


The 30 utilities had a combined 


increase of 9 per cent—continuing 
the slow but steady gains of this 
growing but regulated industry 


The 374 industrial corporations 


in the list show a combined in- 
crease in profits of 33.6 per cent 
over the first nine months of 1954 


Most spectacular gain was made 


by the group of seven coal com- 
panies — up 181.3 pter cent this 
jear. 
This was partly because 


their business was quite good this 
year, but mainly because it -was 
PO very bad last year, by compar- 
ison.

1956 candidates repre- 
sent in the way of party promises 
but of what kind of men they are 
in themselves. 


The Democrats will probably ar- 


gue that .they set the country on 
the road to the prosperity it is 
enjoying now. The Republicans 
will no doubt claim the credit for 
Eisenhower, with assurances they 
will keep up the good work. * 


Kept Out of Mud 


But aside from the social and 


economic aspects of Eisenhower's 
administration, one thing became 
clearer the longer he stayed in 
office: He kept himself and the of- 
fice of the presidency above the 
mud and feuds of American poli- 
tics. 


By calling no names, getting into 


no personal quarrels, avoiding all 
appearance of emotional conflicts 
and petty spites, he has given tne 
impression of a president who had 
everything under control, includ 
ing himself.

Woman Loses 
Eight-Year 
War on Taxes 


CHICAGO W—Mrs. Irene Whet- 


stone lost another battle in her 
eight year war against taxes. 


The 58-year-old grandmother was 


in U. S. District Court Monday to 
battle a $2,039.03 government 
claim for income taxes for the 
years 1944 and 1946. 


She has fought the claim for 


eight years in numerous courts, 
including the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which refused to rule on it. 


Monday she acted as her own 


lawyer, but when she got up to 
develop questions about the legal- 
ity of taxes Judge Joseph Sam 
Perry refused to listen. 


"This case is terminated," the 


judge said. "We're not going to de- 
cide the jurisdiction of the United 
Nations or what Congress can do." 


Mrs. Whetstone contended tax 


money is being used illegally to 
aid foreign governments. She tried 
unsuccessfully to introduce copies 
of the Lend Lease Bill, the Breton- 
Woods agreement and the British 
loans agreement. 


There was just one witness—an 


Internal Revenue Service clerk 
who testified about the size of 
Mrs. Whetstone's income and the 
amount of taxes she owed—and 
the government rested its case. 


The judge took the case under 


advisement, postponing the ruling 
'on what taxes, if any, Mrs. Whet- 
stone owed. She is self-employed 
as an engineer of office equip- 
ment.

NEW YORK W—Today's success 


Story : 


Tennessee Williams, who once 


wrote purely from hunger, has be- 
come one of the golden boys of the 
American writing scene. 


He has been so successful that 


his friends have given him a new 
nickname: "Tennessee Millions." 


At 41 the prolific author has 


turned out nine full-length plays, a 
volume of verse, two volumes of 
short stories, and a collection of a 
dozen shorter plays called "Twen- 
ty-Seven Wagons Full of Cotton." 


>Tew Film 


He has completed for Paramount 


Pictures a film script of "The Rose 
Tattoo." starring Eurt Lancaster 
and Anna Magnani — it is the 
third of his dramas he has adapted 
for the movies — and his "Cat on 
a Hot Tin Roof" is a top Broadway 
hit. 


Most successful people credit 


their rise to hard work. Williams 
feels that his own fame came, in 
large measure, from the revolt 
stirred in him by his discovery of 
poverty and what it did to people. 


Born in the Episcopal Rectory of 


his grandfather in Columbus. Miss., 
he moved at the age of 12 to St. 
Louis, where his father worked as 
a salesman for a shoe firm. The 
family lived in one of a row of ugly 
brick apartment buildings "the 
color of dried blood and mustard." 


In the south the young writer 


had been unaware of any distinc- 
tion based on wealth. 


"But," he says, "we suddenly 


discovered there were two lands of 
people. The rich and the poor, and 
that we belonged more to the lat- 
ter. 


"If I had been bom to this situa 


tion I might not have resented it 
deeply. But it was forced upon my 
consciousness at the most sensitive 
age of childhood." 


Results In Rebellion 


The shock resulted in. a rebellion 


and a social consciousness which 
Williams feels still marks most of 
his writing. But the shock paid off 
well. 


"I am glad that I received this 


bitter education," Williams once 
wrote, "for I don't think any writer 
has much purpose back of him un- 
less he feels bitterly the inequities 
of the society he lives in." 


His bread crumb days ended 


when he left a $17 a week movie 
usher job for a Hollywood writing 
assignment at $250 a week. 


Williams now can afford to trav- 


el anywhere in the world and write 
where he pleases. 
Insurance Firm

Circuit Court suit that the com- 
pany refused ,to pay her claim 
contending the two years which 
must elapse before the policy be- 
came, payable did not start untx 
the day after it was issued. 


Mrs. Oshrain, mother of three 


daughters, refused the company 
offer to refund the $138 her 
band had paid in premiums.

Chances of Postal Rate 
Hike No More than 50-50

WASHINGTON {J>— An admin- 


istration source on Capitol Hill to- 
day gave President Eisenhower no 
better than "a 50-50 chance at 
best" to get postal rates increased 
by Congress'next year.

field Monda'y gave notice in Den- 
ver of renewal of the rate battle 
when Congress comes back in Jan- 
uary. 


The source, declining to be quot- 


ed by name, noted that Congress 
has steadfastly resisted .three 
years of administration efforts to 
increase postal revenues by rais- 
ing rates. 


Much of the opposition has cen- 


tered around Speaker of the House 
Rayburn (D-Tex), -whose position 
gives weight to his stand. 


Gets Dee's Approval 


After conferring with the Presi- 


dent in his Denver hospital room, 
Summerfield said Eisenhower had 
approved a plan to ask Congress 
for a boost in most rates to help 
cut down the "staggering" postal 
operating deficit. 


Summerfield told reporters the 


President may ask for an increase 
in the first class rate for ordinary 
letters from three to four cents an 
ounce, and in the airmail rate 
from six to seven cents. He said 
definite rates have not yet been 
decided upon. 


Economies and changes in post- 


al procedures under Summerfield's 
direction -were successful in cut- 
ting the deficit to around 3$0 mil- 
lion dollars last year, from an 
annual average of about 500 mil- 
lions. But the savings have been 
more than offset by a 160 million 
dollar a year pay raise which 
Congress voted postal workers this 
year. 


The big increase in the Post Of- 


fice payroll, some believe, may in- 
duce Congress to vote somewhat 
higher rates to help Summerfield 
cut down his operating losses—but 
not anything like the increases 
Summerfield is expected to ask.
